like everything else it was capable of being abused: and 
put to degraded purposes. He knew that the means: o 
channel whereby the messages would come must be cept 
pure and free from materialistic tendencies, from briber 
and corruption. He, therefore, under spirit guidan 
instituted a special order of the priesthood, who. we 
apart to attend to these matters, and who weré “given, 
regular fees and certain privileges so that they “might 
have no inducement to prostitute their psychic gift: 
When in the course of time they became corrupt and ‘took 
bribes the psychic power deserted them, and the “open.

Then Moses turned his back on the plains of Moab, and 
ascended Mount Nebo to the top of Pisgah. He was not 
deserted by the great Spirit, for we read, “The Lord shewed 
him all the land of Gilead,” and the other countries, and 
said, “This is the land which | swore unto Abraham, unto 4 
isaac, and unto Jacob, saying, 1 will give it unto thy seed.) 
l have caused thee to see it with thine eyes, but thou shalt 
not go over thither’ (Deut. xxxiv.). 

So Moses, the great psychic, died on the mountain, ' 
and was buried in the valley in the land of Moab, though + 
his tomb is unknown. ‘Thus passed into the next existence 
one of the most—if not ‘rite most—-remarkable medium of 
ancient days. He was in actual communication with the 
spirit world throughout the whole of his active career as a 
leader of Israel. He had completed his work—surely the 
most important possible—-by establishing a reliable means 
of psychic communication between the incarnate and dis- 
carnate, and he had made it possible for his successors to 
obtain sure and certain guidance, through trained and.)

He then devoted some ten minutes oul of the twenty- 
five allowed to cach opener to an argument which, we think, 
his audience must have had some difficulty in following. 
Assuming Spiritualism to claim for itself to be one. of the 
great sciences, he endeavoured to show that it failed to be 
worthy of any such distinction, whereas the development
